GRANT AND PICKETT. 


How the Geneia)] of the Army Protected an 
, Old Confederate. 
From the Richmond State. 

Major Charles McCann, formerly of Peters- 
burg, but now of Baltimore, related toa State 
reporter an interesting recollection of General 
Grant: “Soon after the surrender,” said the 
mejor, “General Pickett was. informed that 
Governor Holden, of North Carolina,was about 
to make a requisition for him, on the charge 
of having murdered eight North Carolinans 
near Newbern. These were confederate de- 
eerters, who had been captured in the federal 


service, and who were tried by court- 
martial and shot. Pickett, however, fear- 
ing the power of Holden, and 


knowing his influence with President Johnson 
and Secretary Stanton, immediately took the 
train for Washington, for the purpose of ask- 
ing the protection of General Grant under the 
terms of the carte] of the surrender at Appo- 
mattcx. When hearrived Grant was absent, 
and Pickett made a statement of his case to 
Adjutant General-Rawlins, who advised him 
to come the next morning, when the goneral 
would be back. It was a long and anxious 
night for Pickett. He was prompily at army 
heacquariers the next morning. There was 
a large crowd seeking admission, and 
each person had to take his or her turn. At 
length there was a commotion on the stair- 
ways and seon afierwards Grant, army hat 
and cigar, appeared. Picket was on the land: 
ing, snd as Grant was about to pass he recog- 
nised him andseid: “Howare you, Pickett?” 
aithe same time extending his hand. The 
two soldiers shook hands, and the meeting 
wes cordial and generous on the part of the 
great union general. It was the first time 
Pickett had seen Grant since 1845, and then 
on Vancouver’s island. He knew he had 
tcund a friend, and already felt much easier. 

Grant passed into his office and as soon as 
Pickett was admitted, he asked: 

‘‘Rawlins, what is it Picktt wants?”’ 

The gallant adjutant general briefly ex- 
plained the object of Pickett’s visit, and the 
peculiar danger he wasin owing to the ma- 
lignity of Holden, and his influence with the 
ac ministration. 

Without hesitating a moment Grant said 
with stern emphasis: “‘Rawlins, give Pickett 
the fullest protection.”’ 

Then turning to Pickett he said: “Come and 
see me, Pickett; Iam too busy now to have 
2 long talk with you.’’ 

General Pickett returned to his family in 
Richmond a much happier man than when he 
started. 

Nothing more was heard of Helden’s requi- 
sition for Pickett. 


FRELINGHUSEN DYING. 


The Ex-Secretary of State not Expected to 
Live Another Day. 

Newark, N. J., April 12.—Ex-Secretary 
Frelinghuysen hes been in a stupor nearly all 
day. At three o’clock this afternoon he was 
raised up in bed, and took a little nourish- 
ment.

KOMAROFF’S REPORT. 

The Official Messenger publishes the follow-

hoe summons to evacuate the left bank of the 
Kusbk and the right bank of the Murglab,as far as 
the mouth ofthe Kushk. Hereplied, that acting 
ou the advice of the English, he would not retire 
beyond the Kushk. I thensent hima private let- 
ter couched in amicable terms.

Fhe Fears of the Beleagured People in 
Battleford, 

Wiyuirre, April 12.—The following dispatch 
bes just been received from Battleford: A cou- 
rier scout justin from Prince Alpert reports 
seeing 300 Indians, many mounted, at. a point 
of the woods on Swift Current trail, twenty 
miles south of here. He found large 
ceposits of supplies on the Indian reserve:

Dispatches just 
received, however, do not confirm the state- 
ment. More troops go west to-morrow, and, 
although this is Sunday, nothing can be seen 
on the streets but soldiers and cannon.

Some two months ago Dr. J.J. Stein- 
riede, of Yazoo City, Mississippi, accompan- 
ied by his wife, two children and two sery- 
ants,a young negro man and @@man, re- 
moved to this city and took up his residence 
at No. 206 Union street. Dr. Steitriede, by 
the way isa man well advanced in years, 
while his wife isa young and very pretty 
woman. The family had only been in the 
neignborhood afew days when suspicions 
were aroused by the peculiar actions of Mrs. 


Steinriede and the negro man. A lady 
Visitor was one day surprised 
to find the negro bathing the 


face of Mrs. Steinriede, which was badly 
bruised and swollen. She explained this by 
saying that she had fainted, and in falling 
bad hit herface onthe furniture. Shortly 
after this another lady visitor was shocked to 
find the negroman and Mrs, Steinriede ina 
room together. She immediately left and in- 
formed her husband, who called upon Dr. 


Steinriede for an-explanation. The doctor at 
once proceeded to his home, and discovered 
the negro 

LEAVING HIS WIF#’S ROOM. 

He demanded an explanation of her con- 
duct, to whieh she replied by telling him that 
if he believed she had done wrong he ought to 
leave her. With that she left the house, in- 
forming her maid that she would go to St. 
Louis where she could live with the negro 
with whom she had become infatuated. Dr. 
Steinriede late Thursday evening swore out a 
warrant against Irwin, charging him with 
illegal cohabitation, and an ollicer was dis- 
age to the residence to arrest the negro. 

Ie, it appears, had taken alarm and fled, but 
the negro girl, who has Jived in Dr. Stein- 
riede’s family for seven years, was found. She 
eaid that 

IMPROPER INTIMACY 

bad existed between the negro and Mrs Stein- 
ride for over a year, and the scandal caused 
by their action had caused the family to leave 
Yazoo city. Mrs. Steinriede appeared to be 
completely under the negro’s control and 
dared not, resist him. He would become en- 
raged, and in her (the maid’s) presende knock 
the woman down, using foul and the most vio- 
lent pengusge, and would then threaten to kill 
the maid (Fannie) ifshe gave ahint of the 
occurrence. On Sunday last Mrs. Steinriede 
and the fellow had a regular rough-and tumble 
combat in which he tore a watch-chain 
from her neck, breaking it in doing so. An- 
other sad and distressing feature ofthe dis- 
gusting case is the fact that the woman’s 
nine-year-old son, John, and her eight-year- 
old daughter, Marie, were compelled to wit- 
ness the actions of their mother and the dar- 
ky, and they dared not mention it, the scoun- 
drel’s threats ww kill them keeping their 
tongues quiet. The littie boy at one time 
recently, when feeble from a spell of illness, 
was called upon by fhe darky to polish his 
boots, and not doing it in as finished a style 
as the taste of the negro deemed requisite, the 
silly mother performed it over and ina satis- 
factory way, and the heartless female also

io'supply the negro with spending money, the 
yawn ticket having béen found in his trunk, 
together with a number of valuable souvenirs 
given in years gone by to Mrs. Steiuriede, all 
of which she bad bestowed upon the individ- 
uel with whom she had become so “namored. 

In the trunk of the man was also ‘ound let- 


ters and garments belonging to ‘'rs. Stein- 
riede, also letters addressed to h-~ husband, 
some of which he hl never 
seen. Telegrams have bee: sent to 


Yezoo City, where it is believed the darky has 
gone, also to St. Louis, and strenuous efforts 
will be made to capture the rascal, and the 
doctor will leave nothing undone to hunt the 
man down. Those who know him say that he 
is a highly honorable gentleman, of good fam- 
ily connections, and his affection for and con- 
fidence in his wife has been so complete that 
he has never for a moment suspected she was 
guilty of improper behavior. He will 
make no effort to have the woman arrested 
or followed, but expresses his intention of rear- 
ing his children in thiscity. The woman, be- 
fore her marriage, was a Miss Simmons, of 
Yazoo City, deughter of a prominent citizen of 
that place. She was only fifteen years of age 
when she married, and itis said married the 
doctor for his money. Sheis well connected 
in Yazoo City, and her strange course will be 
as mortifying to her relatives when it reaches 
their cars as it is astonishing to those who have 
already been informed of the occurrence.

SEPMON PREACHED YESTERDAY 
BY DR. TALMAGE. 


Ee Sees in the Rolier Skate the Possibilities for the 
Best Exercise Ever Invented—Oombining All 
the Advantages oi the Gymnasium With 
the Vivacity of Outdoor Games: 


Brooxtyx, N. Y., April 12, 1885.—[Spe- 
cial.]|—Dr. Talmage preached in the Brook- 
lyn tebernecle this morning on “the roller 
skating craze.” After expounding appropri- 
ate passages of scripture he gave out the open- 
ing bymn: 


*Mid scenes of confusion an4 creature complaints 
How sweet to my soul is communion of saints! 

To find at the banquet of mercy there’s room 

And feel in the presence of Jesus at home! 


The usual great throngs inside and outside 
the tabernacle were present, including strang- 
ers from all parts of this land and from other 
lands. . 

Dr Talmage chose two texts, Ezekiel ii1.13: 
“*The noise of the wheels over sgainst them” 
Naham iii. 2: “The noise of the ratiling of 
the wheels.” Following is the sermon ia 
full: : 

In the one verse are the wheels of help, and 
Ezekie] heard them. Inthe other verse are 
the wheels of destruction, and Naham heard 
them. The good wheels and the bad wheels 
wijl decide the destiny ofthis planet. Arch- 
imedes eulogized the lever and said if he could 
find a fulcrum for it to rest on he could move 
the world. But he found no such fulerum aud it 
isnot the lever which is to lift or sink the world 
but the wheel,whether a solid disk or composed 
of outer rim and spokes and hub. Wheel of 
the rail train that accelerates travel. Wheel 
of printing press that multiplies intelligence. 
Wheel of ship, wound with tiller ropes, 
guiding navigation. Wheel of sawing 
machine that alleviates toil. Wheel of chro- 
nometers that measure the flight of the 
bours. Balance wheels, fly waeels, belt 
wheels, spur wheels, racket wheels, driving 
wheels, The wheel, invented by whom I 
: by the 
fact that the planetary system is a wheel and 
constellations and galaxies are wheels and all 
of them smaller wheels workingginto the great 
wheel ot the universe, the axis of which 13 the 

eriphery on which rests the throne of God, 
show me which way the majority ot the 
world’s wheels turn and I will tell you 
whether it is rolling toward redemption or 
ruin, andtell me how many revolutions they 
make in an hour, end I wiil tell you how near 
the world is to ita disenthrallment or demoli- 
tion. Inour day the principle of the wheel 
hescome tobe applied to amusements and 
recreations, and the velocipede and bicycle 
and tricycle, and the roller skate, are the con- 
sequence, and the thousand-voiced question 
to be metis, ‘‘Are the roller-skates wheels of 
help like those which Ezekiel heard, or wheels 
of destruction likethose that racketed in the 
ars of Neham?” - : 

Never within my memory or yours has there 
been in this country such wide, deep, high, 
popular agitation on the subject of amuse- 
ments, and all ministers of religion and all pa. 
rents and all young people and all old people 
must answer the question and answer it right 
and have a reason for the answer, Let me pre- 
mise that I have for twenty-five years been 
waiting for some new style of amusement, 


healthful for body and mind, hoping it might 
come in time to rescue this generation. Such 
amusements have been appallingly scarce. 
Plenty of places to blast, blight and consume 
bedy, mind and soul. Never guy lack of 
gembling saloons. Within one hour of every 


home and hotel in New York and Br »kiyn 
there are places where a young mancan got 


divorced from his money while the old ‘spider 


ot the gaming table otiiciates at the funeral! of 
innocent flies. Vienty of places where you 
can Jore ten cents cra house and lot, or all 
you have,in one night. Plenty of drinking 
saloons where the owner, by outlay of twenty 
dollars worth of aleohol, can mix 
up stuff that he solls i 5250 
They will let a young man have 


all‘he wants as long as his money lasts—one 
glass, two glasees, three glasses, four glasses— 
and then when, having felt in all his pockets 
ior more money, it is demonstrated that he has 
not so much as a postage stamp lett, they wiil 
help him into the street to look after himself 
or to be taken home by some other young man 
not quite as intoxicated, for rum sellers never 
hejp their victims home lest getting to the 
door they confront the mother or wife to whom 


God might lend one of his smaller thunder- 
bolts with which she could strike the despoiler 


into ashes.

‘Come in! comein!’’ Butot good places a 


great deficit. 

Seven o’clock p. m., finds tens of thousands 
of young people home, or at hotel, or boarding 
house. *“*‘Whatsball Ido with myself tais 
evening?’ he -asks. You answer, ‘‘Go to 
prayer meeting.”” Well thatis good advice 
for two nights of the week, but there are seven 
nights in most weeks. Subtract Suaday night 
aud two other church nights and you have 
four nigbts left. “Go and hear a lecture on 
astronomy,’ yousay. Well, the young man’s 
brain is tired from running up the figures of 
the account book, or from trying to sell goods 
to people that don’t want to buy and he has 
no appetite fora lecture oa astronomy. » He 
does not want to hear about other worlds, he 
has more than he can do to get 
along with _ this. Now take up 
the newspapers and pick out for hima place 
of healibful recreation. The most of the 
places advertised are unventilated audience 
rooms where the companionship is deprayving 
end much of the spectacular is indecent. Two 
hours and a halfin such a place and the man 
goes home body asphyxiated, mind weakened, 
soul scarred. Consecutive amusement of that 
sort makes thriving business for undertakers 
end affords tragedies of illustration for dis- 
course on that text, “The end thereof is 
death.’’ What our young people want in their 
amusement is recreation for body and soul, 
something tbat will allow them to be 
asleep on their pillow ateleven o’clock every 
night, and awake fully rested at half past sev- 
en in themorning. Something that will put 
our boys and girls at the goal of manhood and 
womanhood ready for useful and practical life, 
not invalids at nineteen and twenty and twen- 
one, not splinters of humanity, not’ masculine 
or feminine apologies, but ready to command 
respect and with their own right arm under 
God shove aside all obstacles. Will this mod- 
ern roller skatipg amusement help do this? 

The amusement was invenged in 1819 by 
Plimpton,a Frenchman, and he has been 
riled the father ofthe rink. He kept a tight 
grip onthe patenton his skate uatil 1555, 
when his patent ran out and now there are 
fectories ajl over the country aniseven wees- 
ly newspapers devoted to this one sport, an 1 
every night inthe rinks, north, south, east 
and west bundreds of thousands of. people 
on wheels good or bad. Should we favor this 
style of amusement? I answer: Yes, under 
restrictions and no, if it be unguarded. Ia 
other words it is the best thing or the worst as 
you make it. Some of these skating rinks 
have’ already been the means of invalids, 
and invigoration to the _ feedie, and 
innocent pleasure to thousands of young, mid- 
dle-sged and old. ‘Some have broken up 
families. eet surgeons to work af perilous opel 
ation, created lite long ailments and are re- 
sponsible for eterna! misfortunes. L will not 
be misunderstood. Winoseever represents me 
as giving unrestricted approval dr condemna- 
{ion falsifies my position and will b» found to 
be defemers by those who read the steno- 
graphic report of this sermon. for years, as 
many of you know, | have carried a loaded 
gun re ady to ain at every style of vileamusé- 
ment that came out of the thicket u» put its 
paw end tecth upon the young, but i must 
alweya discriminate. |

1ilsrities of house and playground. It is good 
for the lungs, good for the limbs, good for the 
circulation, good for the spirits. I see in it 
potsipilities tor the best exercise ever invented. 
it bes all the advantages of the gymnasium, 
with more exhilaration of the spirits. It has 
ail the exuberance of the skating pond on 
which our fathers and mothers used to dart 
out, tippeted and furred, with none 
of the dangers of breaking through 
the ice. It has all the vivacity of out-door 
games, without being dependent on the condi- 
tion of the weather. It would be a grand thing 
if all our young men could for one hour almost 
every evening take around at this merriment. 
The women of America, who decline the stout, 
brisk welk, celled the “constitutional,” which 
keeps English women roseate and strong, 
would do well if almost every day or night 
they would leave darning and mending aad 
breed-meking and parlor-dusting and table- 
setting- abd housekeeping for one hour and 
join the whirl of the skating rink. Some 
of these hellow cheeks would fill up and 
some of these lack-lustre eyes would get back 
their lost light, and stooped shoulders would 
beconre erect, and incipient cdénsumptives and 
merciless neuralgias and nervous prostrations 
would take everlasting departure.

his hat to a ladv let the officers of the 
rink, always on guard, invite him to make 
rapid strides toward the door and help him 
down the front steps with any such means 
of increasing his momentum as may be sug- 
gested. Let those well-dressed devils who 
sometimes hauntsuch places get quick jus- 
tice, and our skating rinks will beas free of 
them as a Friday night prayer-meeting. Let 
all those who wish properly to employ this 
entertainment, not allow the blaze of lights 
and the enchantment of drurns and cornet a- 
piston tempt them to a senseless and ruinous 
prolongation of the amusement. Let it 
not be a matter of contest who ean 
skate the longest or C 
up the most fabulous number | 
circuits. Stop when you have got out of the 
recreation allthereisin it. . Remember the 
laws af health are the laws of God. Keep the 
ten commandments written on your lungs and 
heart. Remember that a group of pneumonias

THE LATIN UNION. 

The meeting of the Latin Union, was 
deferred from last January to the pres- 
ent month in order to await the possible 
action of the congress of the United States 
on the silver question, will open next 
Wedhesday in Paris, and an attempt 
will probably be made to secure the 
co-operation of all the great nations of the 
earth to secure uniformity in coinage. 

Meanwhile Secretary Bayard has given 
notice to the representatives of the United 
States in the countries that are members of 
the Latin Union announcing the willingness 
of our government toconsider the question 
of the establishment of acommon standard 
of coinage, when the countries of Lurope 
are ready to unite in such a movement. 
What effect this announcement will have 
remains to he seen, but we need not say that 
our government bas not made any serious 
eifort to secure the co-operation which Sec- 
retary Bayard admits is highly desirable. 

The Latin Union, asit is called, is com- 
posed of France, Belgium, Italy, Switzer- 
Jand and Greece. It has been in existence 


in 
since 1855, and its obiect has been to provide 
that the gold and silver coins of those coun- 
tries sha'l be uniform in: weight and fine- 
nese, and yearly conferences have been held 
to determine the amount of coin to be 
issued during each period of twelve months, 

The Union expires by limitation. during 
ithe present year, and one of the objects of 
the\present meeting is the renewal of the 
lesegue. The United States should become a 
member of the league, for the reason that it 
is necessary to the financial welfare of this 
country tbat the relatiye value of silver 
should bemaintained. Mr. Hicks, the ex- 
governor of the Bank of England, is of the 
opinion that the United States, France and 
Germany can together fix a standard of coin- 
sge which will check theghrinkageof prices, 
This is the opinion of an experienced finan- 
cier. In any event it ought to be clear to all 
corcerned that forthe United States to sus- 
pend coinage now wou'd be to cause such a 
shrinkage in the bullion value of silver as 
would bring about the very resuit which 
Wall street pretends to be afraid of.

Jantic and the southern central states. Teesonth- 
ern boundary of Pennsylvania divides the north 
Atlantic from the south Atlantic states, and its 
western boundary is the line between north At- 
lantic and northern central,

Then the doctor fitted a tiny 
strip of platinum into the handle and turned on 
the full force of the battery. The platinum was

THE MISTAKE AT NEW ORLEANS, 

The woman’s department at New Orleans, ought 
to have been the finest ever yet seen, had the orig-

men, and capable of representing them. But the 
appointment jof the woman commissioners 
was left till the last moment, and then they were 
obtained in a sip-shod, unbusinesslike way, with 
little regard to qualification and simply on the re- 
commendation of some tpolitician, who knew the 
governor. A letter written bya commissioner and 
received by a lady in New York was 
mis-spelled, did not contain a_ singie 
capital letter, and was an absolutely illiterate pro- 
duction. The money that was allowed was ap- 
propriated to the central committee. New York 
state had not enough to pay for tags and® freight. 
A woman inventor, who had been urged to for- 
ward specimens of her manufactures, and told 
they would be taken care of and the charges paid, 
received a notification some time afterthey had 
been sent that if she did not send money to pay 
for freight, they would be left in the warehouse, 
Only that public-spirited women, anxious for the 
credit and honor ci their sex, made great efforts, 
for which they received neither money 
por credit, the women’s department 
of the great southern exposition 
would have been a failure, and as it is it falls far 
ebort of what it might have been, while intern- 
ally it bas been bitterness and heart-burning trom 
first to last. 
CHARACTERISTIC FEMALE THEFTS. 

A pale, refined looking girl, out of a situation, 
was taken into a famiiy tne other day, out of pity, 
till she could “‘getapilace,’’ The taird day she 
disappeared with the eldest danghter's 
cherished bengles and a “pair of 
fourteen dollar boots, made to order 
and sent home for the mother. The theory was a 
too rapid cevelopment of taste. Had she been a 
practical thief, it was thonght she would have 
carried off alsosome heavy and ugly gold band 
bracelets, which were equally within her reach, 
But her tastes were esthetic, and she took those 
things that appealed to them. It is said 
that male thieves complain that the “liking” of 
women for special things that appeal to their sen- 
timents, or their fancy, impairs their efficiency as- 
ceadjutors. In other words, few women are found 
whe really steal for its own sake. or witha siogle 
eyeto what can be made by melting down or 
‘turning over’ the-property thus acquired. They 
are tempted by the “‘latest thing,’’ which is often 
worth little intrinsically, or by something of fine 
and elegant workmanship, well enough as a pos- 
session, but worth little to sell and dangerous to 
sellor keep. Experienced thieves, it is sai, 
avoid these highly individualized articles, whica 
cost so much and sell for so littie, and prefer solid 
gold or silyer, in which the value is put into 
weight, not into workmanship. 

A CITY OF No’S. 

An Erghsbh. paper stated recentiy that New 
York wes far abead of any trans-Atlantic city in 
its means of assisting’ strangers to find their 
whereabouts. and that the latest improvement 
bad been achieved by meaus of a iu ninous paint, 
which mace allnumbersand names of streets, 
stand out like fire. Thesize of this joke would 
be apparent to anyone who should attempt to 
tind a number in the day time, or upon an oc- 
casion when they are most wanted, 
such as a ‘‘reception’’ evening, when tho 
‘outer doors are opened and set back into the 
inner bali of the vestibule, as in the daytime. 
Under these circumstances it is not possibie to 
find a number of a house without toiling up the 
steps and peering at or straining in a suspicious 
wav that is peculiarly trying. {fn a storm 
difficuitics are aggravated or the responsibility 
is put upon a cabman, who, if he has a long 
experienge, has acquired sharpness in the 
guessipg at or detection of numbers out of 
sight, and succeeds after only six or eight 
attem pis in giving the correct house. 

A stranger acquainted only to a slight extent 
with our language would consider New York a city 
of No,’s, forone mey walk whole blocks and find 
‘‘No.”’ upon one side of the transom in every door 
but the other side being opened and set back, the 
figure or fgures will be out of sight, and therefore 
the mere negative has isall its own way. The 
uselessness of the number has just begun to strike 
people. The more recent houses have the figures 
on both sides of the transom, and the number lef 
out. They also have the figures upon the inner as 
well &8 the outer door, which is 
very necessary where the fashion is to open 
the outer door, and put the numbers out of sight 
A numberof months since the lamp posts were 
removed from certain localities, extending 
through whole streets and avenues, and with them 
went all guidance and direction in regard to 
number and name of streetsand squares. There 
was no effort to provide temporary subsiitutes, 
andthe chance visitor must havethought New 
York more of a village than any small town this 
side of the centinent, judging from the lack of 
intelligent provision for the need of the inhabi- 
tants. 


STREET PEGGING, 

We have Jaws against street-begging, yet tilla 
private orgamization took up the work of suppres- 
sion, one would be assailed by more beggars with- 
in the same amount of space,in New York city, 
than in any in England or on the continent of Ea- 
rope,out of Italy, and most impudent beggars, too, 
who demand money, not food, and would exhaust 
the yocabuJary of abuse if they did not get 
it. New Yorkers are cold, indifferent 
toabuse. Itis not indifference so much as ignor- 
ance. They have not been accustomed to any- 
thing better than they have got. The traveled 
people ride in cabs and carriages, they do not deal 
with street beggars, nor are they molested by the 
bicycle or roller skating, which a 
the parks and sidewalks. It is a matter of pro- 
found indifference to them, because they are not 
annoyed by it; that the street cars invariably stop 
apposite the dirtiest spot, and never in a line with 
the crossing and sidewalks, that the ‘conductor is 
oblivious of his number, orif he remembers them, 
calls them with such a brogue that it is impossible 
tounderstand him. All these seem very sma'l 
matters, hardly ogg. gt gp enough to be subjec’s 
for joking, much less serious remonstrance, yet 
they go far to make Gaily life the burden it is in 
one of the richest and most prosperous cities 10 
the whole world.

A CEORGIAN AT THE ARKANSAN 
BUBSLE. 


4Kcvgh Road to a Famous Plact-The Seonery 
400g the Way—Diemond Joe’s Road—At the 
Great Resort-The Waeter—4 City 
With a Peculiar Population, 

Hor Sprines, Ark., April 10 -(Special Correspo n 
Gence)—Ten years ago I imagine a trip to Hot 
Springs wes attended with some difficulty, for 
even now when the conyeniences of railroad travel 
are greater than atany time heretofore it is not 
exactly a pleasant holiday excursion to get to 
these all healing waters, At Memphis Fou lose 
sight of the luxurious Pullmens, and thenceforth 
your accommodations are stuffy, close cars with 
patched cushions, broken springs, dirty floors, and 
an odor closely resembling that which comes from 
the clothing of the average emigrant who is seek- 
ing a. home in that great country—Texas. There 
is nO sign of thrift in all that country between 
Memphisand Texarkana; no hamlets or towns 
that betoken comfort or contentment, but every 
where can be seen signs of that unfortunate con- 
dition which agpears that the people settled down 
temporarily and have been trying to get away ever 
since. And how many of those sallow-laced men 
you s¢e looking wistfully at the train as it pauses 
for ® moment at a station are wishing and sighing 
for the comfortable homes they left in Georgia and 
the Carolinas! How many? On every side of you 
as the train leisurely takes its journey on you see 
but little cultivated land; dense swamps of cane 
alike impossible of cultivation and passage, or 
trackless forests untouched by the ax, or vast 
prairies stretching out for miles greet the eye. 
Turning to a fellow traveler we asked if this was a 
fair sample of Arkansas. His answer was not ex- 
actly.definite, for he said that he had heard of bet- 
ter parts down on the Red river, but that during 
the twenty years hehad lived in the land, he had 
not seén betier land. Further inquiries elicited 
the fact that in regard to this particular portion of 
the state whateyer hopes of future wealin and 
prosperity entertained by the residents were based 
eetirély upon the problematical success of their 
efforts to become a fruit raising people. It seems 


that the coil is particularly adapted to the growing 
of peaches, apples and grapes, and towards the 
cultivation of these the inhabitants ane devoting 
what is lett of their energy and the remuant of 
their patrimony of better days. 

At Little Rock you see the metropolis of the 
state—a city surpassed in every element that goes 
towards making upa populousand thrifty town 
by at least twelve cities in Georgia. The Arkansas 
legislature was in session and the town presented 
its best appearance. Notwithstanding it Was a 
balmy day in spring there was little attractive 
about Little Rock. Continuing our journey to 
the springs, we took the Jron’ Mountain railroad 


‘for Maivyern, the junction of the road with the 


narrow gauge to Hot Springs. The Iron Mounttin 
extends irom St. Louis to Texarkana and is a part 
of Jay Gould’s colossal fortune. It is a miserable 
road to travel on, the average ge ofits cxpress 
trains being about twenty miles per hour. The 
lopg train of eight or ten coaches are filled with 
all sorts of people, from where I know not, bound 
for Texas, to be swallowed up in that state. For 
some years the travel on this road has been phe- 
nomenal considering the fact that it traverses a 
new country aud goes through no large towns;bat 
day after day car load after car load of people, are 
transported over the line bound for some poiatin 
the southwest. 
“DIAMOND JOE'S’ RAILROAD, 

Arun of two hoursand a half brought us to 
Malvern, and here we boarded the carsiof the Hot 
Eprings railroad whose length is twenty-three 
wiles, The road is narrow gauge and was built by 
one man and isnow owned by his son. Twenty 
years or less Hot Springs was reached by stage 
from Little Rock, distance sixty miles. One bleak 
Cay in February one of the travelers to the springs 
was a rheumatic cripple from Milwaukee named 
Joe Reynolds. 
and turned, and his condition was so bad that he 
looked the beartfelt sympathy ofell whosaw him. 


| Astay of three months in the vailey,as the springs 


gre often called, straitened his limbs, brought 
health to his feeble body, and as he wWwended his 
way through the valleys and over the hills back to 
Little Rock on the homeward journey a new man, 
he swore that whatever wealth he might obtain 
should be applied towards building a railroad to 
Hot Springs Ina few years thelucky speculative 
hits of Joe Reynolds procured him great wealth, 
and also the soubriquet of ‘Diamond Joe,” and 
true to his yow he had built this magnificent rail- 
roed to thesprings. it the only creditable line in 
the state; no false system of economy was way fol" 
lowed in its construction, but it was built and 
equipped in a way and with an clegance far ahead 
ofthe times. It is maintained in the same way to- 
day, and after the long ride in dusty, dirty coaches, 
it was a welcome transition to glidesmoothly over 
the ballasted railway of ‘‘Diamond Joe’s"’ line, and 
view from the windows of his elegant little 
ccaches the magnificent scenery on eituer side. No 
railroad commission with its long circulars and 
tsbulated statements of rates trouble corporations 
of Arkansas. The roads charge what enables them 
to pay a little to the owners,and in Keynold’s case 
what proves to be a magnificent remuneration. 
Jo my own knowledge the passenger tariff on this 
road isa fraction less than ten Cents per mile, the 
fare being two dollars from Malvern to Little Rock 
the distance twenty-three miles. 
HOW THE ROAD GREW RICH, 

I was told, asan instance of the enormity of the 
freight tariff, that forty cents per hundred was 
exacted on baled bay. When you consider the fact 
that this little line transports meat, drink, rai- 


- ment, and everything else necessary to the com- 


forte ble existence of five thousand résidents, and 


bauls on an average fifty thousand people each 
year, you can form some idea of the revenue that 

oes into Mr, Reynold’s pocket. And justly too! 

Je made out of a hamlet a city which year by year 
grows and increases in every way, and he has de- 
vised a Way whereby the weak and the sick can 
reach the mecca they long to behold in ease and 
comfort. The stage ride is a thing of the past. 
Last Christmas day in his luxurious home in the 
great northwest, perhaps made generous by the 
memories.of the turkey and the genial wine he had 
for dinneft, ‘‘Diamond Joe’ gave his road in fee 
simple to ore of bis sons for a Christmas present. 

A CITY WITH A PECULIAR POPULATION. 

One who has never been at the springs must 
form a very bad opinion of the place, people and 
visitors when circulars warning the innocent and 
unwary from confidence men, hotel drummers, 
bunco steerers etc., are placed in the hands of 
the passengers as they ear the city. Respectable 
hotels in Hot Springs do not drum for custom! 
Because the man who tells you togotosucha 
botel or such a house! Especially beware ot the 
house! Some fine morning you will open your 
eyes to see everything you possess gone. Spirited 
away as it were, for in nine cases oujaf teu your 
doors and windows are loeked and everything ap. 
pears es it did before you retired. Keep yourown 
counsel and when you want advice, the best plan 
istosend homefor it. There are no doubt a 
thousand hotels or boarding houses in Hot Springs 
—every house in fact, except the drug stores, batn- 
ing houscs, and a few stores take boarders. To see 
asign with “a vacant room” is an every minute 
cecurrerce; pass that way a few hours later and 
the sign bas dirappeared, the room is no longer va- 
cant. A little farther on another has appeared to 
take its place. The four principal hotels can ac- 
commédete ebout 1,500 people: the aeccommoda- 
tions are all far superior to those of the average

This has on it 
cars ¢vidently the worn out stock of some city 
road, aud these are drawn by mules which some 
gencrous hearted man has turned out to spend 
their remsining days which long years of faithful 
fervice have entitied them in perfect peace and 
rest. But after @- bath when the hot water has 
enuevated you so that raising a foot is an eXertioa 
somctim es too great to be attempted; this straet 
railroad is a great convenience. 

_ HOT SPRINGS AS A MUNICIPALTY. 

The city is under control of a mayor and conacil 
One side of the mountain—that on which the Hot 
Eprings are located, belongs to the general govern: 
ment, butthecity proper ,is under the immedi- 
ate control of its citizéns. The city debt is small, 
mainly contracted by the erection ofa'good system 
of water works, and as it is under no necessity to 
kecp Up streets, for the good reason that it has 
none, itsexpenses should be very smail. How 
that is I have not ascertained. The negro element 
is here in good force; one or two have seats in the 
common council, and the police force, one of the 
most inefficient bodies, is'equally made up from 
the two races, 


Since the first of January the city has been a 
prohibition town, but is not likely to remain so. 
By some mistake, entirely unintentional the sheriff 
of the county neglected to issue the legal procla- 
mation in regard to saloon licences. His failure 
closed up the saloons; a legal writ was asked to re- 
strain him from so doing, but the court refused to 
gant it. A bill has passed the legislature at Little 

ock ordering an election on the subject, and it 
needs LO prophetic eye to see which way the con- 
test willend. On one side are arranged the gam- 
blers and the bummers, and the saloon men, who 
1 am Sorry to say are the richess and most influen- 
tialin the community. On the other, are the 

uiét Citizens who seek by the peaceful means of 
the ballot box to resene the town from the control 
of the lawless crowd who have so long dominated 


here. 

Gambling is licensed here; there are no prohibt- 
tion, no restraints, From the rollicking game of 
stud-horse poker to the fascination of the faro 
table, all is legal, and all iscountenanced. Noun. 
usual thing tosee a doctor who has just taken from 
the hands of some poor devil ten dollars for an ex- 
amination stake what it cost the unfortunate many 
a pang to part with—stake it all upon the tara of 
a wheel or the sight of a card. 

Perbaps gambling here could not be regulated 
for when 80 many men are throw together, whose 
idle hands are too willing to engage in anything 
which will relieve the monotony of time or distract 
ther minds from the thought of their troubles, it 
is very natural that they should begin to play, 
when otherwise they would not haveany inclina- 
tion. And while gambling in all its forms is no 
doubt inconsistent with strict morality, these men 
here—the better class of them—do many deeds 
which is dove by others would cause the world to 
applaud. Many a wretch who has had nothing 
between bim and a miserable death has had flung 
to him in the same way you would throw a bone 
toa dog. shining gold which has made his heart 
leap with jey, and has caused blessed hopes to 
arise in bismind. Sueha manner of giving is per- 
haps rather too lordly, but the deed in itself is 
noble and good, . 

THE WONDERFUL WARM WATER, 

What & strange phenomenon in nature this hot 
water issuing from the mountain side! There are 
fifty-two springs, whese temperature vary from 80 
to 90 degrees, varying throughout the day. Some 
of the springs are intermittent, that is, they flow 


hot water awhile and then flow cold water. This 
freak of nature is to me utterly inexplicable. 
There is @ tradition to the effect that on ce upon a 
time, ever so long ago, thew‘hole valley was a lake 
of hot water, and that the Indians weré wont to 
come here to bathe in the lake and feel the bene- 
ficial effects therefrom. The tradition is rather 
strongly confirmed by the character of the rocks 
and soil around here. It all shows evidence of 
having been subjected to great heat, and there is 
no question in the minds of the scientists who 
have studied the matter of sufficient evidence to 
justify the supposition of volcanic eruptions of 
some kind or other. Be that asit may, the springs 
are here, and they are hot. The water is‘used both 
for bathing and drinking purposes. As a beverage, 
the effect is very much like that one feels who has 
eaten beartily of that decoction, known as syila- 
bub —a eert of puffy, heavy sensation in and abont 
the stomach. When used for bathing purposes 
the result is eminently satisfactory; as a cleaning 
fluid it is equal to the best mixtures of hartshorn, 
alcohol, chloroform and castile soap, mixed to- 
gether and rubbed on with a sponge. 

tiere you see at eyery hour of the day staid o'd 
gentiemen walking to their hotels with common 
tin coffee pots in their hands filled with hot water. 
I have been experimenting with thething to some 
extent, and my results more curious than satisfac. 
tory. I left my pen knife over night in one of the | 
bath houses, and next morning it was covered 
with'e white looking coating of something. 1 don’t 
know what it was. And [ have recently ty my sor- 
row found out that my cuff buttons have become 
very badly tarnished, which convinces me they 
are brass, without throwing any light upon the 
striking effect of the water or its yaporupon sach 
substances. In my next,I will write you about 
the doctors, the bath houses, the great gambling 
games and gamblers, and speak about some of the 
people who frequent this strange little city, buried 
among the mougtains of Arkansas. THEOU.

Curious Practices huw Prevalent ia Pean- 
syivania.

At the trial of the lawsuit mentioned 
several of these “witch women” testified in 
the case, and the curious and absurd beliefs 
they profess were given in great detail. Tae | 
principal one, and the one most sought tor 
advice end counsel by the community for miles 
around, is Barbara Fisher, who livea in the 
Dunkari settlement, five miles from Rein- 
holdaville, in a small cabin in the mountains. 
fhe is 40 years old, bent and gray, but is still 
active and well preserved physically. She is 
eo shrewd, cunning old woman and lives alone. 
Bhe is #0 independent that she will take the

Ifa 
farmer hes hig horse stolen the first thing he 
does is to consult this old woman and implore 
ber to aid in recovering the lost animal and 
detecting the thief, Ifthereisa fire in the 
beigh borhood the old woman is sought for in- 
formation us to its cause, and,ifitis believed 
to be incendiary, fora revelation as to who 
set the fire, If there is trouble with cattle, if 
ecow is breachy, if crops look bad, Dame 
Fisher's aid is the first thing sought. She 
stands ready al any timeto extend her aid, 
end if she fails in what she undertakes it is at- 
tributed unanimousiy to lack of faith in her 
on the part of the person she is working with.

Each has a ‘‘mystery book,’’ which isan an- 
cient volume, printed in the German language, 
which is consulted when charms are to be 
worked, Old mother RKoske, who lives near 
Reinholdsviile, had the entire farming neigh- 
berhod working every night for weeks in search 
of gold, and when they failed to find it 
ehe gave as a reason that some of them had a 
cow with blood in its horn, and until that 
could be found and killed, and 
drewn from the horn and spilled on the ground 
in the moon’s first quarter, it would be useless 
to look turther for the treasure.
